Because neither received a 
majority of votes cast in 
Wednesday’s primary, Wal- 
ter Swanberger and Joe 
Thompson are opposing one 
another in finals being held 
today for the office of treas- 
urer of the Associated Stu- 
dents.

A 
total of 161 votes were cast for 
Lentz. Dye received 127. 


Josephine Butler won the posi- 
tion of secretary from her two op- 
ponents, Norma Daly and Merle 
Swingle, by receiving 143 votes, a 
majority of the student vote. Joe 
Allen and Al Clapper, and Bette 
Ann Munson and Maxine Wells, 
were unopposed in the race for yell 
and song leaders. 

The three amendments on the 
ballot were passed without appre- 
ciable opposition. They proposed 
that the Associated Student ticket 
be changed into the form of a sin- 


-|gle card; that class officers hold 


their positions for one semester 
only; and that a regular election 
system be established for the Asso- 
ciated Students.

be elected merely because they are fresh- 
men and the same for sophomores because 
the quota should be filled? It is also our 
understanding that Beta Gamma is re- 
served for those students who have accom- 
plished service for the college .. . that it 
is in recognition of service rendered ... 
and NOT with the EXPECTATION of do- 


ing this prescribed service. 
* * * 


Do not misunderstand us. There are 
many worthy student members. There are 
also many who are worthy who are not 
members. 

What we are concerned with is the 
method of electing them. Many worthy 
students are kept out because of personal 
prejudice. Yet, a seemingly greater num- 

_ ber are elected because they have friends 
‘in the club. Our word for this need not 
- necessarily be taken. Much of this infor- 
mation has been given us by MEMBERS 
of that organization who have become dis- 
gusted with its functioning. 
* 


We know of a student who was named 
to membership when he was a freshman— 
apparently with the expectation that he 
would do some service, and NOT in recog- 
nition of service done. As it turned out, he 
didn’t any more give service than a score 
of other students on the campus. 

We also know of a case where a social 
commissioner had been refused member- 
ship on purely personal grounds. She had 
worked hard: for the success of all social 
events under her supervision. And it was 
during her administration that some of the 
most outstanding social successes of the 
_ college were achieved. Yet she was not 
rewarded with membership. 

To our knowledge no men’s athletic 
managers have ever been named to the 
society. Many managers for years past 
have rendered unselfishly of their time and 
energies to make it easier for the athletes 
and to assist in whatever way possible... 
spending many hours which could be used 
-in other ways... yet receiving no recog- 
nition of any sort. Just ask Coach Bill 
Cook. 

* * * 

According to some of our informants, it 
has come to be a case of having a champion 
in the club in order to gain recognition. 
Yet even this may do no good if two mem- 
-bers are in cahoots and oppose the pros- 
pects—for any reason whatsoever (and 
this does not have to be made known). 

We have it on good authority that when 
Beta Gamma was in its infancy, no one 
could be elected except on the accom- 
plishment of some outstanding service to 
the jaysee. 

* * * 

It will be a great day for Beta Gamma 
and for the college when these practices 
are eliminated. We know this will be diffi- 
cult under the present set-up. It will take 
time and fair deliberation and above all 
ee to accomplish this end.—The

Memorial Day will be commem- 
orated throughout the United 
States Monday to receive the mem- 
ories of “those who died in 
conflict.” 

The celebration was originally 
named Decoration Day in 1868 by 
Gen. J. A. Logan, commander-in- 
chief of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, as ‘‘a day for every post to 
hold suitable exercises and 
decorate the graves of their dead 
comrades.” 


DECORATE GRAVES 
Eventually, this custom has been 

extended until now on Memorial 

Day, the graves of all soldiers, 


public officials, friends, and re- 
latives are decorated. 


On this day, the most famous of 
all Memorial Day speeches, The 
Gettysburg Address, delivered by 
Abraham Lincoln in 1864 to con- 
secrate the men who fought and 
died in the Civil War, will be re- 
vied as a highlight in our American 
parade of democracy. 


HOLD PARADES 


Most of the plans for celebra- 
tions for the day are now in the 
hands of The American Legion. 
Usually, there are parades, music, 
and flag displays. Then, there too 
is the poppy sale featured by the 
organization to support the hospit- 
als wherein are kept the disabled 
War Veterans.

“One of our most interesting features, 
he said, “was our exchange service whic 
we carried on with Scout papers all ove 
the World.” 

He disclosed that through this exchangd 
the Scout News was able to obtain service 
from 100 other papers who kept him sup 
plied with up-to-the-minute news, featur 
cuts, and many interesting cartoons. 

Wright matriculated to Junior colleg 
from Santa Ana and is a freshman thi 
year. It is his ambition to continue in th 
field of journalism and some day be t 
editor of his own paper. 

“There are many problems which co 
up in editing a paper. For instance, we ha 
some difficulty in fixing a price rang 
which would appeal to our readers and 
the same time give our advertisers a larg 
circulation,” Wright stated.
